Much  hns  bt^en  sniil  and  written  ujtun  the  aulijeci 
r*f  “the  uiiparddnalile  nin.”  Viinoiut  have  been 
the  upinioiis  anil  cnnji'Ctures  oruieii  eoncernin^  it. 
While  .'iiany  Stave  cunteniled  tliat  it  never  wuti  and 
iiewr  Can  he  eninmitted,  stnetly  apeaking,  hlher^ 
have  admitted  that  t!ic  cenaoriuus  Jews  dni  lanninii 
it,  hut  that  ni»  (ine,  sinee  the  days  itf  Christ,  Iih^ 
bettii  placed  in  a  sitiintinn  to  follnw  tlieir  unholy  ex- 
ninple.

They,  therefore,  sent  our  minister  to  labor  with  us, 
tor  we  had  injured  the  feelings  of  ihe  brethren  ami 
sisters,  and  he  himself  felt  very  much  hurt,  for  In 
had  “entertained  a  better  opinion  of  us  than  ii 
think  we  would  go  to  an  Universalist  meeting,  and 
iioi>ed  we  never  would  go  any  more.”  I  told  him 
1  was  very  sorry  to  injure  the  feelings  of  my  breth 
ren,  but  I  believed  that  if  they  had  not  so  much 
prejudice  and  superstition,  their  feelings  vrould  not 
be  so  injured — for  some  of  them  said  ihey  had  ralhi  r 
we  had  gone  to  a  ball  on  Sunday,  and  danced  all 
day!  and  further,  that  they  were  afraid  that  we 
should  hear  the  strongest  arguments  in  favor  ol 
Universalism.  and  our  reason  and  judgment  would 
tell  us  that  it  was  true  !  Our  friends  began  to  tell 
us  that  we  should  be  Universalists — and  finally  that 
I  we  were,  and  that  we  were  going  down  to  hell, 
dragging  thousands  with  us  !  The  young  lady  told 
them  again,  and  again,  that  she  was  nof  a  Univer- 
salisl— but  they  would  not  cease  their  attacks  against 
Universalists.  till  at  last  patience  became  wearied 


mdless  misery  is  blasphemy,  and,  therefore,  we  are  jin  seeing  so  much  envy  and  malice  exhibited  to

The  Methodists  said  that  Ifiey  were  disgraced,  and 
kve  ought  to  withdraw  from  class  meeting,  tor  they 
would  not  lellowsbip  us.  lor  no  other  n-ason  tlian 
l»e.'MUseour  principles  were  more  liberal  than  theirs. 
I'hus  we  did.  Dot  we  iliouglil  it  hard  and  uiM'lia- 
■italile  that  we  mii'>t  uilhdriiw  the  hand  of  Cliris- 
han  fellowship  from  those  whom  we  loved  and  es¬ 
teemed,  with  whom  we  had  walked  in  love  and 
union  several  years,  liiled  witn  <  tiarily  lor  each 
other.  But,  oii !  where  is  their  charity  now  ? 
Where  is  that  Chrisiiari  smile  that  was  once  seen 
on  their  counlenamcs  when  we  saw  each  other  ? 
Ah !  It  IS  all  gone.  Their  charily,  scr  minaly,  is 
turned  into  envy  and  malice.  Their  pleasing  smile 
nd  glad  countenance  is  now  turned  into  a  look 
of  scorn  and  a  countenance  of  eonn  mpi.  O,  may 
God  bless  them — may  they  yet  be  brought  into  the 
liherly  ofthe  Gospel,  whicli  will  make  them  free  and 
i:ip[)y,  and  deliver  them  from  that  horrible  dogma 
if  an  endless  hell.  1  will  pray  for  them  with  all 
the  leelings  of  my  soul.  I  still  feci  Mie  same  love 
ind  rwpect  for  them  that  I  ever  did.  1  could  still 
unite  with  them  in  prayer  and  praise  to  God,  our 
heavenly  Father.  My  love  extends  towards  the 
whole  human  family.  1  thank  Goil,  as  once  I  was 
blind,  now  I  see.  1  rejoice  ihat  the  iron  bars  of 
superstition  and  partial  creeds  are  brokm  off — that 
truth  hath  shone  into  my  dark  and  benighted  mind, 
like  the  rays  of  the  morning  son,  timl  caused  the 
peaceable  Irnits  ol  righteousness  to  reign  iti  my 
soul,  where  once  reigm  d  the  torim  ntiiig  fear  of  an 
endless  hell,  wliK'li  caused  the  breast  to  heave  with 
orrow,  anil  the  ti  ar  o|  sympathy  to  roll  down  liie 
ale  I'heek.  I  rejoi-e  that  the  Gnsfa  l  is,  indeed, 
rlail  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  unto  all 
'(leople — that  Christ  shall  secol  the  triivnil  of  his  soul 
and  be  satisfied.  .Allhough  our  persecution  is  great, 
and  those  who  were  once  oiir  friends  and  looked 
lip  to  us  with  Christiiio  coalldence,  are  now  seem¬ 
ingly  our  enemies,  siriving  to  destroy  oiir  influence, 
for  fear  we  shall  entice  others  to  go  with  us,  still  I 
leel  lo  put  my  trust  in  Ilmi  who  is  able  to  bear  in« 
up  under  my  tifflictimis — teeling  willing  to  bo  per¬ 
secuted,  and  to  sorter  lor  Christ’s  sake— hoping 
it  will  be  the  means  of  opening  the  eyes  of  many 
who  are  yet  blind.

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METHODIST  PREACHERS. 

The  teir-iiiade  plan  uf  Rup|M>rt  for  the  travelling 
preachen  of  the  Efiiscopal  Methodist  Church,  is  gain¬ 
ing  considerable  attention  in  the  religious  cunnntinitv. 
This  must  be  iny  apology  fir  the  iiillowing  selection. 
It  appears  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  S  S.  Schmucker,  of  Get¬ 
tysburg,  Adams  County,  Pa.,  published,  in  a  work  called 
“  Popular  Theology,”  the  plan  of  the  travelling  preach¬ 
ers  fiir  procuring  support  from  the  people,  with  some 
other  portions  of  their  aristocratic  discipline  and  govern¬ 
ment.  This  publication  gave  great  offence  to  the  Me¬ 
thodists,  who  (lublicly  denied  its  truth — or,  at  least,  in- 
liinated  that  it  was  the  work  of  an  enemy,  and  called  a 
public  meeting  to  denounce  the  ”  misrepresentation,” 
as  they  were  pleased  to  term  it.  The  Doctor  comes 
out  in  the  letter,  from  which  the  following  is  an  extract, 
and  triumphantly  vindicates  his  statements  by  reference 
to  page  and  language  of  the  Discipline.  It  is  astonish¬ 
ing  how  the  light  of  exposure  and  truth  cau-es  the  Me¬ 
thodist  travelling  preachers  and  tlieir  hangers-on,  to 
writhe  and  squirm — letting  the  hhize  of  the  meridian 
sun  on  a  nest  of  young  owls,  is  mere  child’s  play  com¬ 
pared  to  the  effect  of  an  investigation  of  the  Methodist 
Discipline,  on  the  priests  and  priest-ridden  mcnihers  of| 
this  denomination.  For  certain  it  istliutiio  ‘‘misrepre¬ 
sentation”  can  well  he  more  hideously  revolting  to  a  re¬ 
publican,  Clirisliun  soul  than  a  fair  description  uf  this 
despotic  system  of  church  aristocracy. 

Dr.  Ely  prclace>  the  pnblication  of  Dr.  Schmiicker’s 
letter  with  the  hope  that  Methodist  |ireachers  ‘‘  will 
soon  cease  to  decry  ministers  of  other  dencminations  as 
hireling  priests  because  they  receive  support  in  some 
manner  different  from  themselves.”  He  might  hu\e 
added,  “and  a  less  support,  in  general,  than  them¬ 
selves.”  The  truth  is,  the  Methodists  are  becoming 
pretty  well,kiiown  to  the  people,  and  their  best  way  to 
prevent  a  full  exposure,  is  to  say  as  little  on  the  subject 
as  possible.  The  more  tliey  say,  the  mure  public  will 
they  become.

they.  1  (hereldre  deem  it  a  duty,  not  indeed  lo 
“misrepresent’’  tlie  Methodist  syslcni,  tiut  to  lei 
the  truth  be  known.  In  order  to  rommit  no  error, 

I  quoted  the  very  words  of  tlie  Diseipliiie,  referring 
to  the  page  and  section,  and  even  specify  iiig  the  edi¬ 
tion  coiiiuiiied  ill  my  library,  ihai  o*  1825;  and 
uiniliiiig  nothing  which  1  found  on  this  suhjcei. 
The  relevuiil  pussagrsin  the  Discipline  are  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : — 

Part  2.  Section  4.  (pp.  171,  172.)  I.  The 
annual  nllowuiice  ol  the  travelling  preachers  shall 
be  ft  100,  and  their  travelling  expenses, 

II.  'i'lie  annual  allowance  ol  ilie  wives  of  travel¬ 
ling  preachers  shall  be  ftlOO  :  but  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  the  wives  ol  those  preacliers  who 
were  single  wlien  tiiey  were  reci  ived  on  trial,  and 
marry  under  four  years,  until  the  expiration  of  said 
four  years. 

III.  Each  child  uf  a  travelling  preacher  shall  b. 
allowed  $16  annually  to  the  age  of  seven  years, 
and  $24  aniiu  illy  from  the  age  of^suven  to  fourteen 
years;  and  those  preachers  whose  wives  are  dead, 
shall  be  allowed  for  each  child  annually  a-  sum  suf¬ 
ficient  lo  pay  the  hoard  of  such  child  or  children 
(luring  the  above  term  of  years  ;  nevertheless,  this 
rule  stiall  not  apply  to  the  children  of  preachers, 
whose  families  are  firovidr'd  for  by  other  means  in 
their  circuits  respectively. 

IV.  The  allowance  of  superannuated,  worn  out 
snd  supernumerary  preachers,  shall  be  $100  an¬ 
nually. 

V.  The  annual  allowance  of  the  wives  of  super¬ 
annuated,  worn  out  and  supernumerary  preachers, 
shall  be  $100. 


VI.  Tlie  annual  altowaiiee  of  the  widows  of  ira- 
veiliiig,  superannuated,  worn  out  and  supernumera¬ 
ry  preactiers,  sliuil  he  $100. 

VII.  The  orphans  uf  travelling,  superannuated, 
worn  out  and  supernumerary  preachers,  shall  Is 
allowed  by  Itie  aiiiiuiil  Coiilereiices,  if  possible,  by 
such  iiiians  ns  they  can  devise,  $16  aiiiiunlly. 

Part  *2.  !8eetion  5.  (p.  170.)  it  shall  he  ttie  duty 
of  said  coinniitteeor  one  uppiiinted  tor  tliat  purpose, 
who  sliall  be  members  of  uur  church,  to  make  an 
estimate  uf  the  amount  necessary  iu  furiiisii  fuel  uiiu 
inble  expenses  lor  the  lamily  or  laiii'ilies  ol  preacti 
ers  slaiioned  with  them,  and  the  steward  siiali  pro 
vide  by  such  means  us  tiny  may  devise,  to  meet 
>iich  expenses,  in  money  or  otherwise  :  provideii 
ihc  stewards  shall  not  appropriate  the  iiio.iies  col¬ 
lected  lor  the  regular  quurieriy  ailowuiice  of  th« 
preacliers  to  the  p.iyiiieiil  of  laiiiily  expenses. 

Part2.  Scctiiin  5.  (p.  177.)  It  is  recommendeo 
by  the  general  Coritereiice  lo  Hie  iruvelliiig  preueh 
ers,  to  advise  our  trieiids  in  general  lo  purcliuse  a 
lot  of  ground  in  each  circuit,  and  lo  build  a  preach 
er’s  house  thereon,  and  to  funiisli  it  with,  at  least,

The  itinerants,  who  engross 
all  the  legislative  power  of  the  whole  church,  have 
thought  t^t  to  ke«p  all  the  money  lo  themselves; 
thus  virtually  pronouncing  the  services  uf  local 
preachers  undeserving  uf  any  reward,  as  they  also 
•lo  both  them  and  all  lay  members  unworthy  uf  a 
seat  or  vote  in  tlieir  legislative  judicatories.

Especially  as  tiie  pro-pect  of  receiving  Hie  nmoum 
Ipromised,  is  probably  at  least  as  giHul  us  in  other 
churches.  If  the  salary  promised  lo  other  minis¬ 
ters  is  not  made  up  by  the  euiigregatmn,  they  lusi 
it  all.  But  if  all  the  collections  and  subseriplioiis, 
pulilie  and  priv.itc,  by  ilie  miuister,  and  by  ibesiew- 
jard  (whirli  the  Disiipline  says,  soiiietiii.esuienui 
|the  above  allowanee)  do  not  together  amount  to  In- 
jsalary,  he  reports  the  ileficieney  to  the  annual  Con 
:ferenee,  and  recei  vis  from  oilier  funds  either  tin 
w'liule  or  part  of  it,  as  the  dividend  for  that  year 
nay  allow.
